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ENGLISH  DEPARTMENT 


Tlif  t'olldwiujr  aims  in  the  tt'achiiifi' 
of  Eiiti'lisli  are  not  new:  To  lead  the 
y(iun<r  into  habits  of  eorreet,  clear, 
trutlifiil  exjiression ;  to  train  them, 
tliroiigh  habit-forming  practice,  to  get 
from  the  printed  page  what  has  been 
put  tiiere  and  to  properly  valne  what 
tliey  get  :  to  give  them  an  accpiaint- 
anceship  with  good  literature,  varied 
in  kind,  and  to  supply  them  with  a 
general  knowledge  of  what  an  etl- 
ucated  person  should,  as  he  finds  op- 
portunity, try  to  read. 

A  course  adapted  to  actual  needs, 
growing  out  of  present  conditions, 
practical,  and  workable,  is  the  aim  of 
our  iMiglish  department.  The  study 
of  literature  aims  to  raise  the  student 
to  higher  planes  of  thought  and  action 
and  enables  him  to  become  a  better 
member  of  society.  Composition  fur- 
nishes an  opportunity  to  vitalize  and 
organize  the  work  done  in  class. 

The  year  of  1924-25  has  been  one  of 
revision  and  read.justment  and  many 
clianges   that    have    been   needed   for 


sonu'  time  were  made.  Work  has  been 
changed  fi-om  one  grade  to  another, 
the  reading  lists  have  been  revised 
and  new  liooks  have  been  added.  The 
separate  classics  have  been  replaced 
by  a  series  of  four  hooks,  one  for  each 
year,  containing  all  the  classics  to  be 
studied  throughout  the  course  and  also 
much  supplenu'utary  reading.  These 
changes  have  l)een  made  with  the  view 
in  mind  of  helping  the  students  to  get 
more  benefit  from  their  English 
course. 

This  is  one  of  the  most,  if  iu>t  the 
most  important  subjects  taught  in 
high  school.  The  students  sometimes 
get  the  idea  that  English  is  a  dull 
subject  and  of  little  importance,  but 
they  miLst  become  interested  in  their 
work  befoi-e  they  can  appreciate  it 
and  receive  the  greatest  possible  bene- 
fit from  its  study.  The  larger  library, 
the  new  classics,  new  activities,  and 
new  methods,  tend  to  make  the  study 
more  interesting. 


MATHEMATICS 


.Aloundsvillc  High  School  .Mathema- 
tics Departments  is  creditetl  by  many 
colleges  as  the  liest  in  tlie  state.  This 
honor  may  be  attributed  to  the  fact 
that  ilr.  Yerger  is  at  the  head  of  the 
department.  He  is  very  capable  and 
efficient  and  no  one  ever  graduates 
from  this  department  unless  they 
know  the  subject  well. 

The  student  is  given  one  year  of 
Algebra   which   embraces   a   complete 


and  thorough   course   in   factoi'ing. 

In  the  Junior  year  a  whole  year  is 
de^  !)ted  to  the  study  of  Plane  Geome- 
try. The  work  is  thoroughly  gone  over 
and  the  student  has  gained  a  pratieal 
knowledge  of  the  common  parts  of 
Geometr>-  which  will  aid  him  in  later 
life,  even  if  he  does  not  expect  to 
finish  his  education  in  College  or  a 
University. 

Senior  ilathematics  is  divided  into

advanced  algebra  for  the  first  semes 
ter's  work  and  advanced  solid  geome- 
try as  the  second  semester's. 

Post-  graduate  work  in  Trigonome- 
try is  also  given. 

The  courses  do  not  seem  so  dry  and 
uninteresting  nnder  ]Mr.  Yerger's 
method.    The  vital  facts  are  presented 


in   such   a   way   that   one  cannot   help 
grasping  them. 

^lathematics  is  one  of  the  most 
necessary  parts  in  a  High  School  Cur- 
riculum. We  are  indeed  fortunate  in 
having  such  competent  instruction.

MANUAL  TRAINING 


The  .Manual  Training  and  ilechani- 
cal  Di-awing  Course  is  the  most  popu- 
lar choice  among  the  boys  and  well 
it  should  be.  For  after  a  three  year 
period  in  this  constructive  branch  of 
study,  a  boy  has  learned  many  things 
that  will  help  him  in  later  life.  He 
has  learned  to  handle  tools  and  to 
know  for  what  each  is  used;  the 
knowledge  has  also  been  gained  of 
various  species  of  timber,  including 
special  emphasis  on  the  several  grains 
of  wood ;  working  drawings  have  been 
made  of  projects  both  mechanical  and 
wood;  compositions  of  ])aint,  stains.' 
varnishes,  and  methods  of  finishing 
have  been  particularly  stressed. 
Finally  after  the  student  has  obtained 
a  fair  knowledge  of  the  fundamentals 
he  is  set  to  work  on  actual  projects. 
Small  at  first,  but  after  while  reach- 
ing to  the  finer  parts  of  cabinet  mak- 
ing. The  pupil  does  all  the  work  him- 
self with  the  advice  of  the  instructor. 

Together  with  the  wood  work  and 
mechanical  drawings  is  offered  a  final 
year  course  in  architectural  drawing. 
This  is  inuch  nuire  advanced  than  thi. 
drawing  of  tlu'  first  year,  in  fact,  it 
meets  the   standard   set  by  most   col- 


leges. The  hoys  who  take  this  course 
are  required  to  plan  a  complete  house 
of  at  least  two  stories  and  basement, 
showing  various  fixtures. 

Our  equipment  is  not  of  the  highest 
quality  and  is  not  as  strictly  up  to 
date  as  it  should  be.  There  are  six 
wood  turning-lathes  which  are  kept 
in  almost  constant  use,  there  is  also  a 
combination  machine  which  includes 
a  circular  saw,  a  band  saw,  a  planei', 
a  jointer,  etc.  Then  there  are  of  course 
llic  necessary  benches,  drawing  desks, 
and  smaller  tools.  We  are  very  fortu- 
nate, h()we\'er,  in  having  foi'  our  in- 
structor a  man  who  takes  an  intense 
interest  in  his  and  his  students  work, 
\\ith  the  result  that  somebody  is  mak- 
ing something  of  use  all  the  time. 

Besides  the  required  projects,  the 
advanced  students  are  often  called 
Ujion  to  do  many  odd  jobs  around  the 
school  such  as  general  repairing,  keep- 
ing the  athletic  field  in  shape,  and 
constructing  school  furniture,  but 
probably  more  than  any  other  one 
thing  devised  to  increase  zeal  and 
pride  in  the  work  is  the  Anniial  Art 
Exhibit  held  each  year  in  the  Gymna- 
sium. 
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HOME  ECONOMICS 


Whenever  you  see  anybody  walking 
down  the  hall,  smiling  and  smacking 
their  lips  yon  can  always  gness  wliere 
they  have  been.  Why  the  Domestic 
Science  kitchen  of  course !  Where 
else  could  you  get  anything  really 
good  to  eat?  Fiftj^-tive  girls  are  en- 
rolled in  this  department,  and  they 
surely  have  proven  themselves  won- 
derful cooks  and  dressmakers,  under 
their  alile  instructor,  Miss  ^loore. 

The  character  of  this  subject  is  such 
that  the  attention  of  the  girls  is  very 
quickly  attracted.  The  primary  iise- 
fulness  of  the  work  impresses  the 
girls.  The  senses  of  practicability  and 
economy  appeal  to  their  Inisiness  abili- 
ty. Home  work  never  seems  so  inter- 
esting. The  projects  in  this  depart- 
ment for  which  these  girls  work,  are 
to  make  better  housewives  and  ele- 
vate both  the  cultural  and  practical 
standards  of  living.  Efforts  are  also 
made  to  reduce  the  H.  C.  of  L.,  which 
is  one  of  the  greatest  questions  of  the 
present  day.  Some  of  the  arts  that 
are  usiially  studied  in  this  department 
are :  designing,  dressmaking,  milli- 
nery, culinary  arts,  table  etiquette  etc. 

As  a  proof  that  the  girls  really  are 
proficient  in  the  art  of  cooking  is  the 
fact  that  the  domestic  class  was  chos 
en    b\-    tile    Senior    Class    to    serve    a 


series  of  luncheons  for  the  Class  of 
'25.  The  girls  very  successfully  demon- 
strated their  ability  as  future  house- 
wives, and  the  Senior  Class  was  only 
too  sorry  that  the  number  of  lunch- 
eons were  limited.  An  interesting 
feature  in  this  work  is  dressmaking 
and  designing.  From  popular  modern 
patterns  and  with  the  expert  assist- 
ance of  ^liss  jMoore  the  girls  have  cut 
out  and  made  many  beautiful  dresses. 
All  of  this  work  is  done  in  school. 
Many  people  were  siu'prised  at  the  ex- 
cellent workmanship  and  splendid  de- 
signs exhibited  at  the  Annual  Art 
Show. 

The  equiiiment  provided  for  this  Ql 
partment  includes  a  large  range,  eight 
hot  plates,  four  sewing  machines,  one 
large  ice  box,  a  spacious  cupboard, 
and  a  miscellaneous  eoUection  of  cook- 
ing utensils. 

A  liberal  education  of  any  young 
woman  is  incomplete  unless  she  ap- 
preciates tlie  fundamental  factors  of 
home  life,  and  is  able  to  feel  the 
l)eauty  of  common  things.  The  study 
of  Domestic  Science  is  ever  growing, 
in  importance  and  extent.  Without  a 
single  doubt  they  will  produce  better 
home-makers  of  tomorrow.

The  Commercial  Course  is  one  of 
the  most  successful  courses  of  the 
school.  It  is  teaching  many  students, 
both  boys  and  girls,  the  methods-  of 
the  business  world  that  tliev  mav  en-

One  of  the  most  liked  Commercial 
subjects  is  typewriting.  "Speed  and 
accuracy""  is  the  keynote  of  the  type- 
writing    classes.       During     the     past 


year  many  awards  have  been  made  to 
^loundsville  Ilifrli  School  students  by 
both  the  Tndei-wood  and  Royal  type- 
writer eonipanii's  for  their  speed  and 
aeeuraey.  Tliese  companies  award 
bronze,  silver,  gold  medals  and  pins 
to  those  meeting:  their  requirements. 
Several  new  machines  have  been 
added  to  the  typewritinj;-  room  and 
it  is  now  in  <rood  shape.

I !e<;-inninj;-  with  the  first 
year,  whicli  takes  up  the  essentials, 
tlie  iMnirse  leads  the  student  uj) 
thi-oumii  tlie  form  of  books  for  a  jn'o- 
])rietorsliip,  pai'tnership,  aiul  tinall.v 
corporation  bookkee])injr.  Hookkeep- 
inp;  is  tau<iht  by  a  method  differ(>nt 
from  other  studies.  The  lessons  are 
in  form  of  a  budp:et  which  contains 
all  the  hooks  anil  various  forms 
needed,  and  also  envelopes  containing 
the  various  cheeks,  letters  etc.  for 
the  transactions  of  the  day.  Thus  a 
student  works  as  though  he  really 
were  keeping  books  for  a  business 
firm.  This  feature  makes  the  lessons 
nuire  practical  and   interesting. 


HISTORY  DEPARTMENT 


At  the  head  of  this  very  important 
department  is  ^liss  Ilallie  Bonar,  wluj 
lills  her  position  with  such  efficienc.\ 
timt  the  students  of  the  High  School 
have  come  to  look  upon  her  as  an 
authority  in  tliis  suliject.  History  is 
a  necessity  to  our  education  and  to 
any  school  in  order  that  we  might 
learn  the  progress  of  men  from  the 
most  primitive  to  the  highly  civilized 
ones.  The  Americans  must  learn  these 
advances  in  order  that  the.v  may  be 
able  to  appreciate  those  things  which 
our  forefathers  have  done  for  them. 

Great  improvement  has  been  made 
in  our  History  Department.  There 
have  been  added  to  our  library  many 
volumes  of  books  on  history,  of  which 
we  are  very  proud.  Interesting  work 
is  being  done  in  these  departments. 
Debate  work  is  carried  along  with 
this  studv  and  the  .students  of  the  ad- 


vanced classes  have  entered  these  de- 
l)ates  as  only  good  y(Uing  citizens, 
who  are  interested  in  their  community 
can  do.  Term  papers  have  been  in- 
troduced in  this  department  whicli  of 
course  prepares  us  in  a  small  way  for 
our  college  thesis.  Then  one  dM>'  we 
were  all  told  to  keep  notebooks  on 
our  side  readings,  and  oh  !  how  we 
groaned  !  We  never  will  forgive  those 
authors  .for  writing  such  books.  But 
of  course  they  did  not  know  that  the 
history  teachers  in  M.  H.  S.  would 
gi\e  their  students  such  taslcs  as 
reading  them. 

Hut  these  unpleasant  things  are 
soon  forgotten ,-  for  when  one  looks 
into  the  covers  of  these  books  they 
soon  realir'.e  the  value  of  them  and 
soon  forgive  the  authors  and  teachers 
until  the  next  report  is  given.

THE  SCIENCE  DEPAETMENT 


The  study  of  the  natural  sciences  is 
one  of  the  leading  necessities  of  the 
school  course.  Science  in  some  form 
finds  an  application  in  almost  every 
modern  industry  of  the  present  age. 
It  is  for  this  reason  that  almost  every 
high  schoool  provides  some  form  of 
science  instruction  at  least  in  the 
elementary  form. 

General  Science  is  recjuired  of  all 
first  year  students.  This  study  is  not 
restricted  to  any  single  field  of  natural 
science,  but  touches  many  fields  of 
those  points  where  an  acquaintance 
with  the  phenomena  of  nature  is  of 
direct  value  to  the  student. 

Physical  Geography  is  also  offered 
in  the  first  year.  It  is  a  study  of  the 
natural  conditions  of  the  earth  which 
affect  both  animal  and  plant  life.

FOEEIGN 

The  Foreign  Language  Department 
is  an  important  feature  in  the  curricu- 
lum. Its  particular  aim  is  to  give 
the  students  a  knowledge  in  one  or 
■two  languages  besides  English.  Latin 
and  French  are  offered  each  being  a 
two  year  course,  Latin  for  the  first 
and  second  years,  French  for  the 
third  and  fourth  years. 

In  connection  with  the  French 
course  is  the  "Entre  Nous'"  Club 
which  teaches  the  students  the  practi- 
cal use  of  the  language  and  adds 
greativ  to  the  social  life  of  the  High 
School. 

Besides  the  regular  text  books, 
French    Classics   and    ^Modern   French 


knowledge  of  his  own  body  and  its 
environment  and  makes  him  a  good 
citizen  through  his  knowledge  of  good 
food,  good  health,  and  good  living 
conditions.  For  this  reason  Biology 
has  become  the  most  popular  course 
in   the   department. 

The  remaining  courses  offered  by 
this  department  are  chemistry  and 
l^hysics  studied  in  the  third  and 
fourth  years  respectively.  While  in 
the  teaching  of  these  subjects  the 
college  entrance  requirements  are 
kept  in  mind,  yet  those  students  who 
will  never  enter  college  are  not  for- 
gotten. Through  the  project  method 
the  practical  applications  of  these  .sub- 
jects are  always  emphasized,  and  the 
laboratory  work  is  made  the  most  im- 
portant pai-t  of  the  course.

In  the  first  game  whieli  was  with 
the  alumni,  M.  H.  S.  was  defeated  by 
12  to  6.  ]\Iany  of  the  stars  of  former 
years  lined  up  against  our  light 
squad,  among  them,  ^MeSwain — 1919; 
Hamilton — 1922;  Hudson  and  Virgin 
— 1923,  and  several  others. 

In  the  second  game  we  defeated 
Union  in  a  bitterly  contested  game 
which  ended  with  the  score  standing 
10-0.  We  showed  that  our  team  was 
a  perfect  combination  of  hard-hitting, 
hard-tighting  football  players.  In 
the  final  quarter  Wilson,  our  left 
guard  and  later  center  drop-kicked 
a  perfect  field  goal  from  the  38-yard 
line ;  and  a  little  later  Scurr.v  inter- 
cepted a  pass  and  ran  about  30  yards 
for  a  touchdown  after  wliidi,  Wilson 
drop-kicked  another  goal. 

In  the  third  game  we  did  not  fare  . 
so  well,  losing  to  Wheeling  7-0.  This 
game  Avas  more  bitterly  contested 
than  the  game  with  Union  and  many 
of  the  spectators  proclaimed  ilounds- 
ville  the  best  team.  M.  H.  S.  made  a 
total  of  331  yards  to  Wheeling's  87 
and  fourteen  first  downs  to  Wheel- 
ing's four — this  in  itself  speaks  vol- 
umes for  our  team. 

In  the  game  with  Triadelphia  we 
were  without  Scurry,  varsity  full- 
liack,  but  held  our  opponents  0-0  and 
thus  proved  to  the  Ohio  Valley  that 
we  were  an  eleven  nuin  team  and  not 
a  one  man  team. 


In  the  fifth  game  M.  H.  S.  furnished 
plenty  of  thrills  for  the  spectators. 
Wilson  drop-kicked  a  perfect  field 
goal  from  the  30-yarcl-line  in  the  first 
(|uarter  and  on  the  following  kick-oft' 
Knight,  speedy  right-end,  ran  90 
yards  for  a  touchdown,  thru  the  en- 
tire Linsly  team.  Wilson  drop-kicked 
for  the  extra  point.  In  the  third 
quarter  Warner,  star  half-back,  inter- 
cepted a  pass  and  ran  78  yards  to 
the  two-yard-line,  where  he  fell,  but 
Capt.  Jones  finally  plunged  it  over.
